Dear Mr. Dulles, 

Recently in Israel on some magazine assignments I met Lt« Col. Gershon 
Rivlin, editor of Maarachoty the Israeli military review. While we were 
talking he told ioe that he had just finished translating Alexander Foote's 
•’Handbook for Spies" into Hebrew for use by thgr Intelligence classes. 

I \*as most interested because Foote had become a friend of mine before 
his death a couple of years ago. In fact at one point we had made a num- 
ber of arrangements for a U.S. magazine article on how Foote would have 
operated as head a Soaiet aqpparatus in Mexico City operating against the 
U.S. This would have been his role if he had not broken with the Soviets 
when he was returned to Berlin from Moscow right after World War II, 

With this possible collaboration in mind Foote wrote for me a detailed 
15-page typed account of just how he would have operated in Mexico and 
appended a proposed coramunicatlons system that he would have used as 
director of the network. It involved Canada, Mexico, Argentina, Sweden 
the U.S, and of course, the USSR. 

I recalled that I still had Foote's elaboration of hbw he would have 
operated and I offered to let Rivlin have it for a possible appendix to 
the translated book. When I returned to the U.S. it occurred to me that 
your office might find this account interesting and even possibly useful. 
If so you are welcome to have it. Ify only proviso is that you let me have 
two photoopies of it so that I can send one to Rivlin and keep one for 
my files. 

I shall look fonmrd to your reply.
